Witness said that during tbia confmnce and while he, 
Jim RAROiff, Ed. Callahan and Abnbr and Smith were 
in the roi>m .Ai.rx. H ak<>is came in and asked what had 
been done. Callahan told Alex. Uarois nothing had 
been agreed upon at that time. Witness said only the 
killing of Marcvm bad been di.<ru''!>i'il up to the time 
Alex. Hargis entered the room. Ale.\. Haruis proposed 
that Jim Cookrill be killed first, and that Marcim 
would become soared and li ave tlie country and would not 
have to be killed. Jim Hargis would not agree to this, 
and insisted that Maro^m be killed and that Cockrili.

HAR<ii!s said that with JiM Cockbill dead it would l>e an 
easy matter to hang Tom Cockrill, who was then in Jail 
for the murder ut BEN Haruis, but that it woukl l>e im- 
possible to bang Tom Cockrill if Jim Cockrill should 
be present at the trial." 

It should be remembered that Jamxs Haboi.^ 
is County Jndge of Breathitt and is a member 
of the Democratic 8tate Central Committee; 
that £0. Callahan is the Democratic 8heritT 
of Breathitt connty; that Alkx. Habois was 
the Democratic Senator from that District — and 
that James B. Marcum was a Republican At- 
torney. The Lbdgkr doesn^t charge the Demo- 
cratic party with responsibility for the many 
murders in Breathitt, but it looks like the 
Democrats have poor grounds for calling the 
Republican party the i)arty <'f assassination on 
account of a single murder at Frankfort.
